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PRAYING EAST IN 
WESTPHILLY 

Meet the two mosques transforming a 
neighborhood. By Daniel Denvir 

T he muscular arms ofthe University of Pennsylvania 
and Drexel University are one force reshaping West 
Philadelphia; a humble church and old movie theater on 
43Td and 45th streets — both repurposed into mosques — are 
another. Over tbe past 20 years, a long rectangular strip heading 
a dozen blacks west from 42nd Street end bounded by Walnut 
and Market has grown into the city’s biggest and most diverse 
Muslim community. 

During tbe second week of Ramadan, nighttime sdewalksare 
booming with life; men inlcmg, flowing robes (jallabiyyasl andcy- 
lindric kufi hats alongside women in hijabs of various colors and 
patterns. Restaurants and mosques alike are open late diis month 
as MusUms heralding from all parts ofthe world gather at sunset 
to break their daylong fast and pray. This neighborhood is where 
u world oflslamallcomes together: Sudan, Niger, Mali, Egypt, 
Lebanon. Ghana, Bangladesh and, ofcourse. West Phi lly itscIL 
At the heart of this community are two mosques, whidi serve 
as a kind ofthnary solar system around which a small world of 
Philadelphia Muslims him. 

The Association of Islamic Charitable Projects (AlCP) is the 


mosque directly across the street from Manakeesh andSaacfs 
Lebanese restaurants, at 46th and Chestnut. 

AlCP calls itsetf~a voice of moderation'' aiul speaks out against 
Wahhabism, a severely strict form of Islam that the government 
of Saudi Arabia pays to export wo ridwidc. AlCP is also a global 
movementandconstitutesu significant political force in Lebanon. 
Extremists condemn their work, which they describe as ‘striving to 
rid the Muslim communil^afthevile innovations and prevailing de- 
viations — the proponenbiofwhich call for terrorism and violence." 

One of its imams, who alsohasaPh.D. inphysics.isAliGhaz- 
zawi, who describes his SOO-odd-person congregation as 'blot too 
Hberal’ (breaking what he sees to be Islamic rules to make others

women are separated. On a recent night, Ciiyftiper visited the 
mosque in time for the Ramadan ritual evening fast-breaking 
meal called iftar People ran up and down the steps to prepare the 
food, while others gatheredin the sanctuary for a lesson. 

‘Did you come to experience our mayhem?’ asks smiling build- 
ing manager Linda Huuber. 

Men pepper the imam wit h questions about Islam . Children roll 
around on the rug, and younger onestug at their mothers’ clothes; 
anothei; somewhere, shines a laser painter against the mosque wall

Other moments of interest included thetestimony of Herbert 
Kaplan, president of the Center City Residents’ Association. 

His rer^uest; that Center City’s powerful 8th Ward, currently 
represented by multiple coundlpersons, be redistricted letder 
the leadership of Just one. Queer-rights activist Jordan 
Gwendolyn Davis proposed that the “Gayborhood be moved 
out of the 1st Councilmanic District.” Noting that he belongs to 
the Liberty Cify Demorrats but was speaking only for himself. 
Davis explained, “We found that [2nd Council District candidate] 
Kenyatta Johnson has a real grasp of LGBT issues.”

■fHOW BIG IS OH’S REACH? 

Asians and Asian-Americans make up a small prnportkm of the 
ci^s papulation. That proportion changesradically, though, when 
you look at small businesses. And thanks.in part, to small. 
Asian-owned buanesses, posters for Repubbcan City Council At- 
Large candidate David Oh are pairing up dtywide. 

Oh explained that posters on Baldmore Avenue in West Phfily 
were distributed by Afiican-American volunteers, but Asian small 
businesses are indeed playing 'a pret^ significantrole'in the 
campaign, says Oh — for reasons both economic and ethnic. 

With Oh as the first potentialAsian-American coundlperson, 
Asian small -business ownors “are more energized. In the past 
they felt they ntade animportuntcontribution to the city economy 
but ... didn't have a meaningful voice.” 

Some in thecommunity, however, aren't sure Oh will be that voice. 

A man named Yung who answered the phone at the West Phila- 
delphia Korean Business Association said they had yet to hear 
from the Oh campaign. And Ying Zhang Lin. vice presideDt of 
the Chinese Restaurant Association, says that (% can't necessarily 
counton Asian small busineHS support. 

“It seems like nobody cares” about business owners, says Lin. 
“So I don’t know if David Oh cares because I have been trying to 
meethrn and haven’t had a meeting." 

Lin even tried reaching out through a mutual acquaintance. 

"The guy said, ‘Oh, David Oh is very husy.'Andlsaid.'Bimyfor 
what? You’re rurmtngfor office!"’

When we 
opened it, the nm^borbood welcomed us because 
we’re here most of the time. Fm an unofficial com- 
munity watch." 

Since then it's become a ^irituul home for 
Musbms who have arrived herefrom allovertho 
world — indudingalargenumberofAfncan- 
Americonconverts to Islam. Amin, an Africa n- 
American Muslim, suggests that before his con- 
veraonhe may have played a part in making the 
neighborhood a dangerous one. 

'Fm a street guy. Islam softened my heait."he says, 
and then widens hia smile. “It wasn’t always soft." 

AICP has also become an anchorfor a grow- 
ing tnisiness district charing to its congregants. 
Wissam Chatila — IheTbmple dcxtor is another 
well-educated Lebanese dose to AICP — owns 
Manokeesh. which cqrened in January across the 
street fiom his friend Saacfs pr^ular restaurant. 
(Manakeesh opens at sunset during Ramadan 
and stays open late, while Saad doses up shop and 
heads back to the Mediterrairean. ) 

Asked if the ne ighborhood is primarily Sunni Mus - 
hm, Chatila laughs-'I like that.As if we’re back home. 
I still think ofit as an American neighborhood." 

Lebanon's violently sectarian politics ate far 
away, butthepo8t-9/ll era brought heightened 
scrutiny — andhoBfiUty — to American Muslims. 
AICP stands “in stark contrasttowhatis (often] 
pictured about Islam." says Chatila. but ‘because of 
the Islomophobia out there, we are being defined. 
And the wimigpeople are defining rrs." 

Last year, the more conservative Magid al-Jamia 
mosque rlown the street at 43ttl and Walnut was 
protested by Christian evangelists. 

“We don’t bother anybody. They should not both- 
er us," says Mrrhammed Mahsin Khan, a member 
ofMasjid al-Jamia’s board, “Not nice." 

Kahn, a 39-year«Id Bangladeshi, had to drive to 
New Jersey or the Northeast to pray before 1 990, 
when that mosque was founded in a large pre-war 
movie theater. Acroes the way sits the tiny build- 
ing housing a travel agency, barbershop and the 
overflomng 24-hour Mukknh Markettownedby a 
mosque member I, which at night draws a steady 
stream of cab drivers, hungry or just tired. 

This more conservative mosque’s populutian is a 
little rfifTeient — tbou^ not less diverse — than 


AICPs: more South Asians and 
fewer Middle Easterners. The 
more obvious difference is reli- 
gious.

WHY ARE YOUR TAX 
DOLLARS FEEDING 
THE PRO-LIFE MACHINE? 

Say I found out I was pregnant — I didn't mean to be, and I'm not quite sure what 
I'm Koing to do about it. 

1 see an ad on the Internet, maybe, or in a newspaper for an organization called 
Real Alternatives. The ad promises ‘free pregnancy support services" and lists 
a hot-line number, 8S8-HfB-AID, which I call. Someone on the other end refers 
mu to a social-service agency in Philadelphia — which is one of dozens across 
Pennsylvania, all of whtdt are part of a network tliat receives state funding. 

On a recent, asphalt-bubbling hot day, I go. I tell a receptionist at the agency that Pm expecting — even 
though, in truth, I'm not. 

The receptionist says a "counselor” will .speak with me over the phone, and leads me into a private room. 
I tell the woman on the other end that Pm considering an abortion, mostly because Pm young and not yet 
financially secure. She is tonderbut stem. She says that if I have an abortion, "Psychologically, you're 
never going to forget. You're taking a hfe." 

She tells me that abortion often leads to depression — a claim that has been refuted by the American 
Psychological Association, which concluded in 2008 that a single abortion is "not a threat to women’s 
mental health,” and in fact, poses no greater a risk than delivering a baby. 

She also informs mo that "proven facts” show that abortion can "interfere with having other children." 
another Uieory rejected by modical science. Hiv Guttmachcr Institute reported in 2007 that the "overwhelm- 
ing sdontific consensus’ is tliat an early abortion "poses virtually no long-term risk of infertility." 

Before we part ways, she reminds me again, "Whatever decision you make is going to be with you for 
the rest of your life." 

"Counseling” like tills (some coll it advocacy) is administered across Pennsylvania, all by one organization: 


Real Alternatives, a staunch and vocally anti-abor- 
tion nonprofit whose stated mission is to show 
women that "cliildbirth is a viable alternative to 
having to submit to an abortion that they really 
do not want in the first place." 

Groups liko Real Alternatives cxisl through- 
out the country, mostly funded by anti-abortion 
organizations liku Heartbeat International and 
indi\idual donations. Real Alternatives, though, is 
funded almost entirely by the state ofFennsyKtuiia 
— feianced, that is, by you, the taxpayer, and it has 
received tens ofmillions of dollars since 1997. 

Just this summer, the Pennsylvania legislature 
doled out $5. 8 million to Real Alternatives, which is 
not a penny loss than last ycar.giving the organiza- 
tion a special distinction indeed. In ayear that saw 
huge slashes to the state budget — including cuts 
in AIDS pharmaceutical services, an 18 percent 
loss in tlic operating budget of the Department of 
Environmental Protection, and SI billion elimi- 
nated from sdiouls.among many other cuts — Real 
Altemativos’ budget was left untouched 

In fact, its state funding increased this year by 
4 percent. 

That money, City Piper has found, goes to pay for 
part of the $199,000 salary (including benefits) of 
the CEO of Real Alternatives, who has no medical 
experience. It also funds an army of hundreds of 
“counselors,” non-medically-qunlified personnel 
whose job it is to dispense the organization's (some- 
times outrighlmaccuratclinformation — and who, 
despite lacking the credentials of nurse practitio- 
ners or psychologists, cost the state much more per 
hour for their services than either. 

“These aren't counselors,” says Democratic state 
Rep. Dan Frankel. 'They ore single-issue, onti-alxn'- 
tion activists.TIiey ore no different than tlinse folks 
who cany placards outside ofMagee hospital in my 
district to try to intimidate abortion clinics.” 

'To be sure, in Pennsylvania, state funding goes to 
organizations on botli sides ofthcddiate over abor- 
tion. But those organizations that do advocate for 
abortion ri^ls, like family-planning amtcni, receive 
no money for abortions and use state iunds only for 
a slew of medical services, including breast cancer 
screenings. Pap smears and STD screening. 

RealAlteznatives does none ofthosethin^. Rather 
it is, quite proudly, a massive, statewide anti-abartion 
information campaign. And you’re paying for it 

» PENNSYLVANIA'S GENEROUS relationship with 
Real Alternatives was bom out of a compromise. 

It was the 1990s, andthen-Gov. Robert Casey 
— who’s since been dubbed the "father of pro-life 
Democrats” — was running the show m Penn- 
sylvania. During his tenure, Casey sparred with 
President Bill Clinton over abortion issues, was 
sued by Planned Parenthood, and ultimately tight- 
ened the state’s abortion policies, even winning 
some ground before tlie US. Supreme Court This 



is a guy who had liscal conservatives proudly pulling his sign in their front 
yards," fondly recalls Edul Finnignn, executive director of the Pro-Life Union 
of Southeastern Pcnnsylvsuiia. 

Since the ’60s, hundreds of centers throughout the US. have sought to per- 
suade pregnant women not to have abortions, but their work hadn't ever pre- 
viously been funded by the states. The idea was too controversiahThe centers 
faced bold opposition by the abortion-rights movement and had been called 
deceptive by the North Dakota Supreme Court, the Texas Attorney General and the Federal Centers 
for Disease Control. 

But Casey.by alternatively wooing anti-abortion Democrats and threatening to cut hindingfor family- 
planning services, managed to get a deal struck; For every dollar in the state budget that went to family- 
planning services, like contraceptives, breast exams and Pap smears, a dollar would go to anti-abortion 
programs — like Real Alternatives. It was a gentleman's agreement; never put on paper but nonetheless 
honored like a sacred decree for years. 

That's not to say everyone was happy with the arrangement; Dayle Steinberg, president of Planned 
Parenthood Soulhcaslom Pcnnsylvama, says it has "always been completely unfair because they're not 
providing medical sorvicos, and we are." 

In the wake of this deni, one problem quickly became apparent ; The network of anti-abortion programs 
the state wanted to fund didn't actually exist here. And so the state itself contracted to create it, essen- 
tially, from scratch. 

In 1995, a 33-year-old man named Kevin Bagalla, who hailed from Long lsland,N.Y.,answcred a news- 
paper ad scokingadiroctor fora new, state-funded network of crisis pregnancy centers and other anti- 
abortion agencies. His qualihcations: a law degree and a background in government contracting, as well 



as time in the Air Force, where he was 'in charge 
of nuclear wuapons," he said in an interview with 
CityPapfr. But Bngatla had no experience at all 
working in medical or social services. 

Still, he landed the job. And in 1997, Real Alter- 
natives opened its doors. 

» BAQA'ITA, NOW 49, met with CPrecenUy at the 
Harrisburg headquarters of Real Alternatives. 
He has salt-and-pcpper hair and is built like a 
football player. The headquarters' walls are deco- 
rated with a Pcnnsylvama state flag and posters 
documenting various stages of fetal development. 
Throughout the meeting, Bagatta spoke passion- 
ately oflhonoeil for the program. Real Allciuativcs, 
he hebeves, 'Represents the best inAmerica." It is 
also "the only program in the state that provides a 
positive approadi to a controversia] issue.'he said. 
"You know what that's called? A solution!" 

VHa a PowerPoint presentation, Bagatta proudly 
explained that Rea! Alternatives is revolutionary 
In the '908, it became tlie first program of its kind 
in tile country to be funded by state dollars, mak- 
ing Pennsylvania revolutionary, too.

Since then. Real Alternatives has grown expo- 
nentially. During its first year, the statewide orga- 
nization received about $2 million in annual public 
funds, ondabout 7,440wcimcnvisitedit.Nowithas 
a $5.8 million state budget and locations in nearly 
every part of the state, fiom Erie to Pittsburidi to Oil 
City to hero in Pluladclphia, where there arc nine 
sites. In the past year, more than 18,000 women 
in Pennsylvania utilized its services. In 200S, Real 
Alternatives even consultedTexas on its fledgling 
anti-abortion program, on which it now spends 
about 54 million (a Texan flag now hangs in Real 
Altornnlives’ headquarters). 
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But the heart ufthe organization, Bagatta dieeiily explained, is its counseling. 
Indeed, the vast majority of the program’s state funds go to counseling services, 
according to invoices (Stained by CP. “We’re paying for speech," explains Bagatta. 
"An alternative to abortion is not a pamphlet. It’s another person." 

Who are these people, exactly? 

Mure than 500 Seal Alternatives counselors work throughout Pennsylvania 
in 97 anti-abortion sites, which include crisis pregnancy centers, maternity 
homes, adoption agencies and social-service agencies. (Comparatively, there are 20 abortion clinics in 
the state.; The vast majority of these Real Alternatives locations are Christian-affiliated agencies. The 
state contracts with Real Alternatives, and then Real Alternatives subcontracts the counseling work to 

These counselors, of course, meet with women privately. But what happens behind those closed doors is 
not, thanks to documents obtained by CP, a mystery. According to the 2010-12 agreement between Real 
Alternatives and the state’s Public Welfare department, the counselors are contractually required to 
“maintain a pro-life mission" and "agree not to promote, refer or counsel abortion nor abortifadeots as an 
option" — not even, apparently, to women whose lives are at risk because of their pregnancy Counselors 
also must "understand" that their centers are paid not "for the provision, rcforral or advocacy ofcontraccp- 
Uve services, drugs or deviccs.'And they must teach women that abstinence is the "best and only* way of 
avoiding unplanned pregnancy and sexually transmitted diseases. 

Unlike counselors recognized by the National Board for Certified Counselors, who must have a master’s 
degree, the Real Alternatives "counselors' are not required to have any degree at all . He defends this choice, 
arguing that, "We don’t provide medical services. We provide human services." 

In addition to their state- mandated requirements of never mentioning abortion as an option and teadi- 
ing that abstinence in the T)est and only* means of preventing pregiiancy or STDs, Real Alternatives 



counselors often tell pregnant women about the 
"risks" of abortion. These include claims that it 
causes dopressiun, infertility and breast cancer 
— information Bagatta calls Tacts' that "women 
need to know" — but which have been deemed 
untrue by the American Psychological Association, 
and the Guttmacher and National Cancer insti- 
tutes, respectively. 

“Tliis is a group out to discourage abortion even 
if they have to lie to people,” remarks Democratic 
state Rep. Babette Josephs, an abortion-rights 
advocate. "And a panicked, pregnant teenager is 
likely to readily believe them.” 

This counseling, it turns out, is not cheap to tax- 
payers: In the past year, CP has found, the state 
paid out $4.5 oullion for counseling services pro- 
vided by Real Altemalivos — mcludinga whopping 
$63 for every hour of anti-abortion counseling. 
Comparatively, through Medicaid, it costs the state 
$20 an hour fora woman to undergnabealth screen- 
ing at a family-planning contor, which mcludes STD 
testing, a Papamear and a breast exam, and which 
is usually {jorformud by a nurse practitioner with 
an advanced degree. Also througli Medicmd, the 
state reimburses psychologists with doctorates 
$39 for almost an hour of psychotherapy. 

Other CP findings include bow much it has cost 
the state for Real Alternatives to run its hot line 
888-LrFE-AID, which receives an average of fewer

annually, depending on the year); Bagatta’s annual

since July 2008, for Real Alternatives to print

Despite its peculiar costs, the pn^p’am has gone 
relatively unquestioned by lawmakers and state 
officials. During the Auditor General’s recent 
damning investigations into the Public Welfare 
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depniOnent. it was neveraudited, 

Anti-abortion advocates, like Repubbcun state Rep. Matt Baker, argue that 
the iundB for Real Altemativen are warranted, noting, The pngram has served 
over 189,431 women the last 16 and half years — and that number does not 
countthe balnesl' 

Others, like Josephs, call the funding levels'shocking" and *waBtefuL* 

k HOW EVER MUCH OPPONE^(TSdLslike liindingReal Alternatives with taxpayer dollars, there has always 
been a silver lining: The gentleman’s agreement ensured that as long os onti-abortionpiugramsgot state 
dollars, family -plaiming services would the same. 

Only ifs not clear, even os Real Alternatives enjoys almost unheard-ofprotection in the budget, whether 
the deal is still being honored on the other side. 

For years, as Real Alternatives grew in size, so, too, did family-planning services in Pmnsylvania. 
When Real Alternatives got $4.3 milliDn in state funds in 1996, fkmily-plaimingservices received the 
same amoimt; when Real Alternatives got $5.5 million in state funds in 2005. family [banning got that.

But that (hanged in 2008, when, according to lawmakers on both sides of the abortion debate, the state 
government revised the way it channeled federal dollars to family-planning services. Suddenly, it wasn’t 
so easy to determine if the deal was being honored — and this year, according to Frankel, the Corbett 
administration made mattersevenworse.tjne of the techniques this administration utilized was, in my 
view, hiding some of the cuts by collapsing different lineitema’in budget documents, Frunkel says. 

In fact, no one — from the state’s PubbcWelfuredepartmenttolawmakere to budget analysts tonbor- 
bon-rights groups — could tell CP exactly how much state funding will go to family -planning services 
this year, which has led some to speculate that the deal “is dead," as Sue Fhetsche, senior staff attorney 
ofthe Women’s Law Project, put it recently. 

Indeed, family-planning providers are closing their doors acmss the state. In the pest year-and-a-half six 
Banned Riremthoodates in l^nn^hrania have shut down, accanbng to Banned Parenthood's Steinbeig.“It’s 
atragedy'she says ofwomen’sdecmasedacces to services like Pap smears and SID scmenii^ in those areas.

WORTH THE WEIGHT 

Philadelphia artist Amber Lynn Thompson's 
Project Gastric takes on transformation docu- 
mentation — and it’s a long time coming.

I feats really do have nine Uvee, Amber Lynn Thompson is 
undoubtedly feline. 

The local artist and [^atogiapher has encountered herfair 
sham {^growing pains — from a difficult childhood to a yeais-loig 
battle with obesity and, most recently, the February closure of 
her Northern Liberties boutique, Ambereila. But just when she 
was ready to tfamw in the towel on Philly and aQ of its ghosts, fate 
stepped in. 

A few months ago. Thompson reconnected with an old friend who 
had gained a lot of weight and was considering gastric bypass sur- 
gery The re unitm brought back memories for the 30-year-old West 
Chester native, who had undergone the same procedure herself 
nine years prior. 

Tdug upolddiaries and scrap pieces of paper from before I hud 
the surgery, and everythingthat Ihadwunted todo artistically 
came flooding back,' says Thompson, who admits to regretting 
never properly — or, for that matter, publicly — documenting her 
own transition from obesity.'Forthepast nine years, my heart and 
mind have been haunted by the opportunity that I let slip through 
my fingers. ... Iwantedto do everything that I had wanted todo for 


myself — for ray friend." 

Peeling like she’d been given a secondchance toeiqrross this 
emodtmaljoumey through art, Thompson asked her friend 

— whom she calls Tlie Patient" to respect her privacy — to be her 
muse for Prqject Gastric. 

Thompson envisioned a series of multimedia installations that 
would represent body image, life as an overweight woman, and 
thediallenges and changes that come alongwith gastric bypass 
surgery. But money for artistic pursuits doesn't grow at trees: 

Fbr the prqject, she would need a bunch ofoversize canvases, 
leotards in a variety of sizes,

Another part of'Drompson’s project will be completed on four 
oversize canvases.ThePatientwrll be traced from each side, front 
and back, noting her silhouette on each canvas.

KEEP YOUR HEAD 

Jefferson Airplane's Jorma 
Kaukonen lands at Old Pool Farm 
for Folk Fesfs 50th.

D on’t let the Rock 'n' Roll Hall of induc- 

tion fool you. Or the fact that, right after 
this interrieis he was due at a shockingly 
eariy workshop at FloydJhst. 

Jornrn Kaukonen doesn’t ccmsider himself a 
Tudcer.’^I was just thinking about it as I was wait- 
ing for your call," he says, right after hello. **rve 
always characterized myselfasa fclkie." 

Witness “Embryonic Journey," the stand-out cut 
{it)mJefrersonAjTplane’slegendaryl967 album. 
Surrealistic Pillow. Kaukonen says the engineer 
heard him noodlingthat tune and insisted it be 
included on the otherwise side-to-side rock album. 
People with Ingears — Uke folk radio legend Gene 
Shay, who has hosted all SOPhiladeli^ia Fblk 
Festivals — Jumped on it right away. And you can't 
get much more folk than Martin guitars; they pro- 
duce a Jorma Kautconen aignature Hne. 

So. does Kaukonai have memories of playing 
the festival early and often? No. Only recently 
hasHotTuna.theAirjdane spinoffthathe and 
boyhood pal Jack Casady formed in the late ’60s. 
performed a set at the Folksong Society annual 
throwdown. Better late than never; "Ib be includ- 
ed in the FblkFeatisanhonar.’hesays. 

Growingupin the D.C, area was as good as 
Philly for opportunities to hear live acoustic 
musk, launching Kaukonen into playing blue- 
grass and old-time. When he went off to Antioch 
in Yellow Springs, Ohio, his guitar went with 
him. 'There he became close fnends with Ian 
Buchanan, “my first fingerpicker" — and that 
changed his worid. Buchanan was ftiends with 
Eric Win Schmidt and Dave Van Ronk, two lead- 
ers of the folk revival. Kaukonen remembers mov- 
ing to New York and being invited, sorta, to a curd 


game at VanRonk's(“Sitina 
comer and don't say anything,' 
he'd Cold himselfat the time). 
Also in that era: “I was a dis- 
tant disciple of Reverend Gary 
Davis." theflnger-style genius 
who was a Festival stalwart 
through the end of his career. 
Kaukonen recommends the Him 
Dorr'/ £ooA Ending it true 
to Che folk scene ofthe era in 
New York, where he himself was 
'a non-entity ftom a small town 
in Ohio.’ 

Fast forward through San 
Francisco and out the other 
side, where Kaukorten and wife, 
Vanessa, are tired of the rock 
meat grinder and ftgurirtg what 
to do next. TTiey settled on a 
performance and teacliing cen- 
ter in Ohio, Fur I%ace Runch. 
Teaching is one ofthe things he 
prides himself on. Nobody will 
suffer the indignitres he did 
05 a lad. ‘Ian would show me 
something, but couldn't ercpiain 
it-Youwerejusttogointo your 
room, practice, come bade out 
andbove him say. That sucks, it 
goes like this,' and bsten/prac- 
Hrp sotrre more." In keeping with 
his loofc-to-tb e-future philoso- 
phy, in addition to residential 
guitar camp, he now offers 
lessons online, on demand at 
breakdown way.com. 

You can compare Kaukonen's 
in-person teaching style with 
some other greats on Sunday at 
noon during the bhies workshop 
with David Bromberg, Roy Book 
Binder and Tom Rush, among 
others. Kaukonen is big on 
encouragemrait, and likes shar- 
ing a tip or two. Want to join 
ajam?Hideyourpickl Tlove 
blu^rass, and since I'm aftn- 
ger-pideer they cut me slack. I’m 
not expected to play like Bryan 
SuttmorToDy Rice." Speaking 
of his own career, cotisider this; 
“My successes are predicated 
in my inadequacies. 1 couldn’t 
mimic so I had to develop my

At Llama Tooth, the naime is only the beginning 
of the zaniness.

'At liTSt I resisted calling it Llama Tooth, "says Joe, a veteran leal 
estate broker who wanted to name the venture 
“Murals" or “Hibiscus," after the flowering Frito 
Bastien painting that frames the restaurant’s 
adjacent 50-seat garden. “But eventually it grew 

It kind of grew on me, too. On the rainy night 
I visited, the only other guests in this 40-seat shoebox were Alison 
and John's mom, chatting amiably with the stafThotwecn bites of 
chocolate-pcanut-butterpie.and seveial dozen ghnning llamas.
